Galliano not the 
only anti-Semite 

Is there a bigotry bug going around the celebrisphere? 

If so, it must have infected fashion designer John GalHano, who 
professed himself a fan of the Fuhrer in a Parisian bar. 

“I love Hitler,” a slurring Galliano announces to unseen bar patrons 
in footage that surfaced this week. “People like you would be dead. 
Yout mothers, your forefathers, would all be [bleep]ing gassed.” 

Galliano— who has since been booted from Christian Dior, con- 
demned by Dior pitchwoman NataHe Portman and begun fighting 
criminal charges in France for a previous charge of race-baiting— later 
apologized for the offense. He released a statement suggesting he was 
provoked and has reportedly headed to rehab, the New York Times 
reports. 

Winder what the treatment plan is for other prominent pop 
figures. 

The Midwest director of the Anti-Defamation League, which 
fights anti-Semitism, told me his office has been swamped of late, 
due to racial and religious insults from public figures, including Glenn 
Beck, Minister Louis Farrakhan, Galliano and Charlie Sheen. 

Beck and Farrakhan are known, though certainly not excused, for 
extreme racial rhetoric. But it’s surprising sitcom star Sheen— who 
racked up 1.3 million Twitter followers this week— is not drawing as 
much outcry for referring to “Two and a Half Men” creator Chuck 
Lorre by his Hebrew name, “Chaim Levine,” during a rant- filled radio 
interview and a letter to TMZ. 

Sheen claimed the name game was an effort to snap Lorre out of 
his “Hollywood” behavior, but the Anti-Defamation League’s Lonnie 
Nasatir doesn’t buy it. 

“I can’t speak for Sheen, but it raises the question of: Why the need 
to call him not only by Charles, but by a Jewish-sounding Hebrew 
name,” Nasatir asked. “Why was that relevant?” 

Further evidence of Sheen’s possible bigotry comes courtesy of the 
NewTbrk Daily News. Brooke Mueller claims Sheen once sent her a 
text in which he referred to his current manager, who is Jewish, as a 
“stoopid [sic] Jew pig,” the Daily News reported Wednesday. 

Mueller has an obvious ax to grind and Sheen has denied send- 
ing the message, but I’m reluctant to believe him given his “Levine” 
remarks. 

For Nasatir’s part, he expressed shock about the latest Sheen ac- 
cusation yet he views this ugly, intolerant trend an odd “bHp” in pop 
culture. 

“In most of these cases, those who have made these types of 
remarks have been made to defend their actions, and in Galliano’s 
situation, apologize,” Nasatir said. 

Hopefully, public disapproval will be a strong enough antidote for 
other public and private citizens infected with an ugly case of anti- 
Semitism. I’d hate to see this turn into an outbreak.

ON SECOND THOUGHT, NU PLANS TO INVESTIGATE SEX DEMO

Northwestern University, fielding a torrent of criticism after a pro- 
fessor allowed students to view a live sex demonstration after his 
human sexuality class, now is grappling with the long-cherished te- 
nets of academic freedom and their boundaries. 

The university initially supported the actions of psychology pro- 
fessor J. Michael Bailey, saying in a statement released "S^dnesday 
that “the university supports the efforts of its faculty to further the 
advancement of knowledge.” But by Thursday morning. North- 
western President Morton Schapiro announced that the school 
would investigate amid an unfolding scandal. 

Schapiro said he is “troubled and disappointed” by the live sex toy 
demonstration in a campus auditorium last week, and that it was 
not in keeping with Northwestern’s mission. 

On Feb. 21, more than 100 students watched the optional, after- 
class demonstration, during which a woman lay down on a towel 
and allowed her fiance to penetrate her with a device that looks like 
a machine-powered saw with a phallic object instead of a blade. The 
demo followed a discussion about kinky sex and female orgasms. 

“I have directed that we investigate fully the specifics of this 
incident, and also clarify what constitutes appropriate pedagogy, 
both in this instance and in the future,” Schapiro said in a prepared 
statement. “Many members of the Northwestern community are 
disturbed by what took place on our campus. So am I.” 

At issue is whether the demonstration is protected by the long- 
standing principle of academic freedom that allows faculty to teach 
controversial subjects. Questions center on whether the demon- 
stration offered any educational value. 


In a prepared statement Wednesday, Bailey acknowledged hesi- 
tating before allowing the couple to perform the sex act. He said 
that he decided to say yes after realizing his “inability to come up 
with a legitimate reason why students should not be able to watch 
such a demonstration.” 

Lance Gravlee, who teaches a human sexuality course at the Uni- 
versity of Florida, said Bailey crossed the line of what could be con- 
sidered pure academic pursuit. 

“This case is so far on the other side of the line that it doesn’t 
strike me as difficult to figure that out,” Gravlee said. “I can’t imag- 
ine, I just can’t imagine doing something like this in a classroom.” 

Sarah Lowe, 19, a sophomore communications major, said she 
witnessed the demonstration and was not disturbed by it. She said 
that the warnings could have been more explicit, as she didn’t re- 
ally understand what she was about to see until the woman began 
removing all her clothes except for her bra. 

“I was basically interested to see how it works,” Lowe said. 
“There wasn’t anybody who was angry or expressed disgust. They 
asked questions about the lives of the presenters. It was very infor- 
mational, I feel, about the sexual diversity that exists.” 

Rachel Durchslag, executive director for the Chicago AlUance 
Against Sexual Exploitation, said that the demonstration could 
have traumatized students, especially if they had experienced sex- 
ual assault or abuse. 

“We’re relieved that the students apparently received some 
warning about the graphic nature of what they were about to see,” 
Durchslag said. “It’s worth investigating, however, if the value of 
what was learned was really worth risking that level of trauma.”

Revenue soared as Southwest added 
business destinations such as New Abrk’s 
LaGuardia Airport and connecting flights 
at Midway But as it struggles to cope with 
increasing numbers of passengers and bags, 
Southwest risks tarnishing the reliability it 
has touted since the 1970s.

“I’m not satisfled with our on-time per- 
formance, and our people aren’t either,” 
Kelly recently told the Tribune. 

Midway is growing in importance as 
Southwest expands. This summer, Midway 
is poised to overtake Las Vegas’ McCarran 
International Airport as the largest airport 
Southwest serves, with 243 daily depar- 
tures. Connecting passengers account for 


about half of Midway’s traffic, said aviation 
consultant Ned Laird. 

As Southwest struggles to synchronize 
flights at Midway the airport has suffered, 
ranking last in on-time departures last year. 
Southwest didn’t fare much better, finish- 
ing loth among the top 18 U.S. carriers last 
year in a ranking compiled by the Bureau of 
Transportation Statistics. 

Southwest also is coping with a surge in 
checked luggage, a byproduct of its “Bags 
Ely Lree” marketing campaign. Transfer- 
ring bags between flights under an extreme 
time crunch is perhaps the trickiest aspect 
of running an airport hub and a common 
cause of delays, Laird said. 

“It’s a great problem to have,” said Greg 
Wells, Southwest’s senior vice president for 
operations. ‘A lot of people want our prod- 
uct, and they want it because they get bags 
for free. ... We have had trouble in keeping 
up with all of these changes.” 


Gang rules: 
No crack, 
no beggars

On the surface it reads like a rule book for a 
kids’ club, filled with misspelled words and 
calling for dues and loyalty 

But the dues were for funerals and loy- 
alty demanded they carry handguns. 

And among the misspelled words was a 
reference to punishing members who shot 
innocent “by-standards.” 

The three-page list of rules for the Latin 
King street gang was quite serious, though. 
It is, in fact, a key piece of evidence against 
four high-ranking gang leaders on trial in 
federal court on charges they bore respon- 
sibility for violence and drug trafficking in 
the heart of the Mexican-American com- 
munity in Chicago. 

Prosecutors identified defendant Au- 
gustin “Tino” Zambrano as a gang corona, 
one of its three highest-ranking leaders in 
Chicago. 

Though the first week of March is 
known within the gang as King Week, a 
time set aside to celebrate the Latin King 
nation, Zambrano instead sat beside co-de- 
fendants Vicente Garcia, Alphonso Chavez 
and Jose Guzman in the Dirksen U.S. 
Courthouse as the government began lay- 
ing out its evidence in a case that includes 
drug conspiracy racketeering and weapon 
assault charges. 

The copy of the gang rules, which was 
seized from the home of a Latin King 
member in 2006, covers everything from 
the need to remove rival graffiti to restric- 
tions on drug use— PGP and crack are 
outlawed. Members are told the exact late- 
night hours that they must “bust-out,” or 
be on the street representing the gang. 

And beggars are not even allowed in 
Little Village, the gang’s turf, according to 
the rules.

WITH THE NFL SEASON HANGING IN THE BALANCE, 
OWNERS, PLAYERS EXTEND DEADLINE FOR DEAL

With the expiration of the collective bargaining agreement just 
hours away Thursday evening, the NFL and the players’ union 
made a rare definitive move. 

They called a timeout. 

The sides agreed to a 24-hour extension of the deadline, moving 
it to II p.m. Friday, to continue federal mediation talks. 

People familiar with the negotiations but not authorized to 
speak about them indicated there’s a good chance another exten- 
sion could come Friday one that cotxld extend the deadline three 
to seven days or more. 

Neither side is saying much, though players association head 
DeMaurice Smith said, “We appreciate [the fans’] patience as we 
work through this.” 

Mediator George H. Cohen revealed even less in a statement 
that read: “The parties have agreed to a one-day extension.” 

NFL Commissioner Roger Goodell told reporters: “We are 
working as hard as we can.” 

M)nnie Holliday, player representative for the Redskins, per- 
haps saying more than he should, told the Washington Post own- 
ers still haven’t given the players a formal proposal, and told the 
NBC affiliate in Washington the two sides “are not in the same 
ballpark” and have not discussed major issues. 

In speaking to reporters at the Super Bowl last month, attorney 
Jeff Pash, the NFLs lead negotiator, said a deadline extension was 
an option. 

“If you’re making progress, you can stop the clock,” he said. 


The timing is vital to both sides, who are arguing 
about how to divide the league’s $9 billion in annual 
revenues. 

The union needs to decertify before the CBA 
deadline, or must wait six months to do so. If the 
union decertifies— or essentially disbands as a 
union— the NFL arguably would be in violation of 
antitrust laws by locking out the players (although 
the league would dispute that in federal court) and 
the players could keep their case in the jurisdiction 
of U.S. District Judge David Doty of Minnesota. The 
league believes Doty has leaned heavily in the direc- 
tion of the players. 

The decertified union would seek an injunction 
from Doty’s court to block the league from locking out 
the players. According to multiple reports, if the union 
decides to decertify, the lead plaintiffs in an antitrust 
lawsuit against the league would include quarterbacks 
Tom Brady Peyton Manning and Drew Brees. 

Anticipating the union’s move, the NFL already has 
filed its case with the National Labor Relations Board 
calling any attempted decertification a “sham.” 

The NFLs biggest weapon is locking out of the 
players, which would not only get the case out of Judge 
Doty’s court but also would apply maximum pressure 
to force a deal, particularly when those players started 
to miss paychecks during the regular season.

TOPHER GRACE, DEMETRI MARTIN 
TAKE REDEYE BACK TO THE ’80S 


The very John Hughes-ian ’80s comedy 
“Take Me Home Tonight” does not make 
jokes about slap-bracelets. Or side pony- 
tails. Because, says star Topher Grace, the 
point was to make a movie celebrating the 
decade, not mocking it. 

“We wanted it to feel like we actually went 
back in time and really made an ’80s movie 
and just put it in the vault,” says Grace, 32, 
who helped conceive the film’s story “and 
we took it out of the vault today blew the 
dust off of it, and it’s an ’80s film.”

TG: Good Lord, no. I was in fifth grade. 

Topher, in the film your character is a hu- 
man calculator. How many times in your 
lives has math gotten you out of a jam? 

DM: If a jam is getting laid. I’d say many 
times. 

Demetri, you mentioned memories of being 
a geeky kid. Who’s geekier between the 
two of you? 

TG: Oh, that’s a good question. 

DM: That is a good question. 

TG: Let’s use the math to figure that out. 

DM: I was going to say that in the kingdom 
of geekdom there are many different shires. 
So we live in maybe parallel shires. I think 
Topher ’s very well-versed in “Back to the 
Future,” “Star Wars.”

“the plan,” David and Elise aren’t meant to be 
together. 

The buzz: At times “The Adjustment 
Bureau” feels like a remake of “Serendip- 
ity”— if the lovebirds were being overseen by 
the creeps in “Dark City” (with maybe a few 
teaspoons of “The Truman Show” and “Eter- 
nal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind” thrown 
in). “Bureau,” which originally was scheduled 
for release last fall, actually is expanded from 
a short story by Philip K. Dick and written 
and directed by George Nolfi, who co-wrote 


“The Bourne Ultimatum.” 

The verdict: The mix of science fiction and 
romantic comedy can’t help but slip past in- 
triguing and into goofily ridiculous. So what? 
With a little suspension of disbelief “The 
Adjustment Bureau” becomes deliriously 
romantic, with Damon and Blunt’s chemistry 
perfectly capturing love’s ability to supersede 
all. David ultimately makes a choice that 
could be seen as selfish until you remember 
what the bureau eventually learns: Life, and 
people, are unpredictable and capable of 
much more than you think. So sci-fi buffs 
may feel unsatisfied, but date night will soar 
from the presentation of love as a fantastic, 
possibly permanent distraction.
